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PREFACE. 


M r. ALFRED TRAPNELL has, during the last 
twenty years, brought together the largest and most 
representative collection of Bristol China which has 
ever stood in one place since the closing of the works in 1781, 
Even after most generous gifts to the Fine Art Galleries of 
Bath and Bristol his collection remains unrivalled. In 
addition to this, he has specimens of china from the old 
Bristol works which were carried on in the middle of the 
eighteenth century, of Plymouth China which was so closely 
connected with the Bristol ware, and of both Bristol Glass 
and Bristol Pottery. 

EARLY WORKS AT BRISTOL. 

Mention is made of the Old Bristol works in “Dr. Richard 
Pococke’s Travels Through England during 1750 and 1751,” 
issued by the Camden Society in i888. Under the date 
October 13th, 1750, Vol. I., p. 120, Dr. Pococke speaks of 
the soapy rock at the Lizard which was used “for the 
manufacture of porcelane, now carrying on at Bristol,” and on 
page 159, November 2nd, 1750, he writes concerning Bristol, 

“ I went to see a manufacture lately established here by one 
of the principal of the manufacture at Limehouse, which 
failed. It is at a glass house, and is called Lowris (?) china 
house. They have two sorts of ware, one called stone china, 
which has a yellow cast, both in the ware and the glazing, 
that I suppose is made of pipe clay and calcined flint. The 
other they call old china ; this is whiter and I suppose this 
is made of calcined flint, and the soapy rock at Lizard Point 
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which ’tis known they use. This is painted blue, and some 
IS white, like the old china of a yellowish cast; another kind 
is white with a blueish cast, and both are called fine orna¬ 
mental white china. They make very beautiful white sauce 

boats, adorned with reliefs of festoons, which sell for sixteen 
shillings a pair.'* 

I have seen three sauce boats answering exactly to this 
description; two are in the British Museum. Mr. Trapnell 
possesses eight (64-68) which differ slightly from the descrip- 
lon in eing painted as well as adorned with reliefs of festoons

RICHARD CHAMPION. 

Richard Champion was born on November 6th, i743- 
He was married in 1764, and in 1765 received a letter from 
his brother-in-law, who lived in South Carolina, which 
probably first interested him in porcelain making. With the 
letter was a box of “ Porcelain Earth ” which Champion was 
to send to Worcester to have “ a few pieces of china made of 
it.” The full correspondence is given in Owen. The most 
interesting part of it is a reference “to a new work just 
established” in Bristol which had recently been given up 
on account of “ impurities in the glaze or stone, which were 
insurmountable, even in the greatest fire they could give it. 
Whether this gave Champion his interest or not, he soon 
took to making china himself, for Sarah Champion writes in 
her journal under February, 1768, “ Edward Brice is now my 
brother’s partner,” and early in 1769, “The partnership 
between Joseph Harford and R. C. is now dissolved.” 

The manufactory of china described by Dr. Pococke 
cannot be the “ new work ” mentioned in Champion’s corres¬ 
pondence, for the products of the former are said to be 
“beautiful,” while the latter was given up on account of 
failure to “burn the ware clean.” It may be conjectured 
that the “new work” was the earliest attempt of William 
Cookworthy to produce true porcelain. 

WILLIAM COOKWORTHY. 

William Cookworthy, a member of the Society of 
Friends, was born in 1705. He was interested in china 
making as early as 1745, for in a letter of that date* he 
mentions that he had met with a Quaker who had discovered 
in Virginia “the china earth.” In 1748^ he di scovered this

to avoid any further liability. Mr. Harford, however, did not 
withdraw his capital.^ 

Where the works were established is unknown. Sarah 
Champion writes in her Journal on July 3rd, 1771, “After 
dinner visited the China Works which was then carried on in 
Castle Green."' This implies that it was at a previous period 
carried on elsewhere. 

A close connection between Cookworthy and Bristol is 
implied by an advertisement in the Worcester Journal of 
March 22nd, 1770—“China Ware Painters wanted for the 
Plymouth New Invented Porcelain Manufactory. A number 
of sober, ingenious artists, capable of painting on enamel 
or blue, may hear of constant employment by sending 
their proposals to Thomas Frank, in Castle Street, 
Bristol." 

The rate books show that William Cookworthy & Co. 
were rated as occupiers of 15, Castle Green, from September, 
1771, to September, 1773. In October, 1773, Cookworthy's 
patent passed to Champion, though the legal transfer was 
delayed until May, 1774, by a domestic trouble in the former's 
family.^ We find the premises rated to Richard Champion 
and Co. from September, 1773, to September, 1780; in 1781 
to Richard Champion alone. In March, 1782, they passed 
into other hands. 

Owen thought that the Plymouth works were given up in 
1770 because there was an assessment in that year against 
Edmund Robinson for “ Mr. W. Cookworthy's mills." But 
the manufacture of porcelain was not carried on in these mills, 
but in Higher Vintry Yard, in premises held J)y Cookworthy 
till 1776.® The factory seems, at any rate, to have been at

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work in 1770, for in a letter dated February loth, 1770, Sarah 
Champion writes to E. Fox, PlymouthI am afraid 
William Cookworthy thought us stupid to leave Plymouth 
without seeing the china manufactory, but you all know we 
were innocent as to fact, therefore, if we are traduced, plead 
our cause, especially before that great and good man, whose 
opinion is ^ really of consequence to us, both in things little 
and great, &c., &c. The most reasonable conjecture is that 
the Plymouth works ceased in 1774, when Cookworthy’s 
patent was transferred to Champion. 

In a letter to the Plymouth and Plymouth Dock Telegraph 
of December ist, 1814, Mr. W. Burt writes concerning the 
China Factory! “I have been so lucky as to meet with a 
person employed in it during his youthful days, from whom I 
collected the following particulars. It was instituted by Mr. 
Cookworthy of Plymouth (commonly styled the great Cook¬ 
worthy, through his being considered one of the finest 
chemists in the kingdom) and some gentlemen in Bristol, 
who, envying its flourishing condition, and wishing to trans¬ 
port it to that city, removed it thither about forty-two years 
since, whence after some time, it was transferred to Stafford¬ 
shire. While It continued at Plymouth there was such a 
demand at home and abroad, particularly in America, for its 
articles, which consisted of enamelled and blue and white 
china of all descriptions, both ornamental and useful, that 
they could hardly be made fast enough. The fuel consumed 
in the manufactory was principally wood, and from fifty to 
sixty persons were engaged in its various processes.” 

The exact connection between Cookworthy and Champion 
and their respective manufactories still remains uncertain. 
The chief matter of interest, however, is in the question as to 
whom IS to be ascribed the chief credit in the production of

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porcelain. Owen disparages Cookworthy; Harrison, Worth, 
and Compton have little to say in favour of Champion. The 
latter has the advantage of being able to fully state his own 
claim. In “ Papers relative to Mr. Champion’s application 
to Parliament for the extension of the term of a patent, 
1775.” we read on page 6 “Mr. Champion can assert with 
truth that his hazard and expense was many times greater 
than those of the original inventor. Mr. Champion mentions 
this without the least disparagement to the worthy gentle¬ 
man, who is his particular friend; he gives him all the merit 
which was due to so great a discovery ; he deserves it, for 
finding out the means of a manufacture which will, in all 
probability, be a very great advantage to this country; but 
yet Mr. Champion claims the merit of supporting the work, 
and, when the inventor declined the undertaking himself, 
with his time, his labour, and his fortune, improved it from a 
very imperfect to an almost perfect manufacture; and he 
hopes soon, with proper encouragement, to one altogether 
perfect.” Again, on page 9, we read that Mr. Champion 
“has been almost from the beginning concerned in the work 
which has cost so much labour and expense. 

These statements of Champion undoubtedly represent 
the real connection between the Plymouth and Bristol works. 
Cookworthy made the discovery of the manufactory of 
porcelain; Champion improved it. There is no object in 
disparaging either, and no method of assessing the amount 
of their relative claims. 

EXTENSION OF PATENT. 

The extension of patent, just mentioned, was applied for 
by Champion in i 775 . when seven years out of the fourteen 
originally granted to Cookworthy had expired. The Bil 
passed the House of Commons by a majority of 49 , ^ spite o 
the opposition of Wedgwood and the Statfordshire potters.

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Felix Farley's Brtsiol Journal of April 27, 1782, is the follow¬ 
ing’ advertisement, several times repeated :— 

“To be sold by Hand, on Monday, the 29th of 
April Instant, at the late Manufactory in Castle- 
Green, the remaining Stock of Enamel, Blue and 
White, and White Bristol China. The Manu¬ 
factory being removed into the North,—The Time 
of Sale is each Day from Ten till One, and from 
Two till Six." 

On May 25 the following addition is made to the 
advertisement:— 

“ The above sale was unavoidably obliged to be 
postponed, but it will now continue till all are sold.”* 
Shaw’s statement is supported by the fact that no 
apprentices were bound to Champion after 1777. Champion 
resided in Staffordshire in the winter of 1781-2, and 
probably superintended the works of the company. 
In the spring of 1782 he was appointed paymaster 
general of the forces, but lost the appointment in a few 
months owing to a change of ministry. In 1783 he was re¬ 
appointed under the coalition ministry, and held the office till 
January, 1784. On October 7th he emigrated to America, 
where he died in 1791. 

CHARACTERISTICS OF BRISTOL CHINA. 

Bristol Porcelain, like the Plymouth ware, is true 
porcelain, that is, made out of natural elements. It is 
generally called hard paste in opposition to that made out of 
artificial elements, which is by comparison soft. Its hardness 
is such that it cannot be scratched, and it bears a heat which 
would melt any soft paste ware.^ The high temperature of

An analysis of both Bristol and Plymouth ware has been 
made for me by Mr. W. Jackson, A.R.C.S., pottery instructor 
to the Staffordshire County Council. The piece of Bristol 
selected for analysis was a fluted tea-cup, painted in green 
festoons, marked XI- The Plymouth specimen was a blue 
and white sauce-boat, bearing the customary Plymouth 
mark. The analysis is as follows:—

This ware falls in the same class as the specimen of 
Plymouth, but by reason of the higher proportion of silica, 
which in hard paste porcelain is a flux, it will require a 
lower^ temperature in manufacture than the Plymouth body. 

Owing to the thinness of the glaze it was not possible to 
obtain sufficient for analysis free from body; but a small 
amount somewhat contaminated with body was obtained, 
and this was submitted to analysis, with the following

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THE MARKS. 

The commonest marks on Bristol china were a cross, a 
capital B, and the Dresden mark of the crossed swords. 

The cross was a common mark on all sorts of china, but was 
nowhere used so regularly as at Bristol. The B was a very 
natural mark to use. The object of the Dresden mark will 
be mentioned later. 

I have preserved notes of about 1,500 pieces of Bristol 
china. 

(i) A cross was found on 867 of them. In 459 it was 
accompanied by a number; in 288 there was no other mark. ^ ^ 

The remaining 120 will be mentioned under Sections (3) and (4). ^ 

The numbers range from i to 24, and doubtless refer to 
the decorators of the china. Henry Bone^ and William Oweu’s blocks,

to this theory is given by the large number of pieces bearing 

this mark, viz., 138 out of 436 noted, and the superior quality 

of the decoration.

(2) Another mark was the capital B, usually in Roman ft 
form, but occasionally cursive. The letter was frequently ^ 
accompanied by a number, viz., in 36 pieces out of a series 
of 62. No number has been found higher than 8 :—

The numbers probably refer to the same decorators as 
those marked with the cross, for the painting on pieces 
marked with both 6 and 7 are very similar in both series. 
Mr. Trapnell, however, has some doubts, for he considers the 
pieces marked with a cross and a 2 are very superior to the 
work of William Stephens, which is known to have been 
marked with a B and a 2.* Yet there is the cup^ mentioned 
in Owen, page 238, to argue to the contrary. 

(3) Mr. Trapnell has a coffee pot (18) marked with both 
X and B. This unusual mark is found also on a cup and 
saucer in the South Kensington Museum. The plateau of a 
cabaret sold at Christie’s on July 2, 1902, was marked with 
X B No. I; the cross was in the usual blue, the rest of the 
mark was red.’ This cabaret was again at Christie’s in the 
Massey-Mainwaring sale on May 9, 1907, and is now No. 422 
in the Trapnell collection.

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A combination which was much more often used was the 
cross with a small b. The letter is commonly of the form in 
the margin, more rarely as the ordinary cursive letter. D 
I have noted this mark on 91 pieces. The Plymouth mark, 
when looked at upside down, sometimes so closely resembles 
this mark that it is possible that the Bristol decorators got 
from it the idea of the combination. The letter is found 
both in blue and gold. 


Some of the pieces in the Burke-Smith service (224, 225, 
228) have the cross in an unusual combination, as will be 
seen later. 




A basin in the South Kensington Museum is marked 
with both the Bristol cross and the Plymouth mark. 



(4) The Dresden mark of the crossed swords was fairly ’ 
common. Champion advertised his china as ‘‘ beautiful 
Imitations of the Dresden/' ‘‘in the Dresden taste," etc. 
(Owen, 72, 74; the 1780 catalogue in appendix); but it is 
possible that the use of this mark sometimes caused trouble, 
for there are a few pieces still existing in which the Dresden 
mark has been either painted over or erased as if to avoid 
difficulties with the law.^ 

Out of 131 pieces marked with the crossed swords, 42 
bore this mark alone, 57 had also a number, 10 a cross, 14 
both cross and number, one a B and number, and in 7 the 
mark was painted over or erased. When the two marks are 
both used, the crossed swords are generally painted under the 
glaze, and the Bristol mark over.

The 
South Kensington Museum has a tea pot marked with 14 in 
lilac ; I have a cup with 8 in red, and have seen one or two 
other pieces. 

Occasionally a 3 in gold is found without any other 
mark. 

(6) Some Bristol figures bear the initials T ^ impressed 
in the china. See Nos. 139, 143, 145, 169, 211, 294 and 520. 
The same mark is also on figures and vases made at Worcester, 
Derby, and Bow. The initials are probably the mark of a 
modeller named Tebo. A letter from Champion to the 
modeller of the Bristol figures still exists (Owen, 242), but 
unfortunately the letter is without any name. 

Owen gives the impressed mark in the margin as one of 
the Bristol marks. I have seen it only on white biscuit 
figures which are undoubtedly of Dresden make; but 
the late Mr. Merton A. Thoms had in his possession a 
coloured figure, certainly Bristol or Plymouth, which bears a 
very similar impressed mark. 

These are all the known marks on Bristol china. 
Occasionally an exceptional mark turns up. For example, in 
one of Mr. Trapnell's tea services (i 92-201) which is marked 
throughout with I and the crossed swords, one cup bears the 
mark of three crossed swords. See also No. 267. The mark 
mentioned by Owen (240) as on a fruit dish in the Museum of 
Geology (now in the South Kensington Museum) was 
evidently caused by the painter having begun the cross too 
near the rib or truss to be able to finish it. 

(7) A large number of pieces bear no mark at all. Out 
of about 1,500 pieces 409 were not marked ; of these 409 pieces 
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141 were vases,1 figures,2 plaques, and specimens of transfer, 
which for some reason or other rarely bore a mark.

It realized £215 5s., and on December 13 th, 
1907, it was sold again at Christie’s for £^^i, and after again 
changing hands it passed into the possession of Mr. Trapnell 
in 1908, being now No. 446 in this collection.

The tea pot was sold at Christie’s on June 27th, 1876, at 
the sale of the china of The late W. Romaine Callender, 
M.P., of Mauldreth Hall, Lancashire.” It is said in the 
catalogue to have been ‘‘Purchased in 1873 from one of the 
family. Owen, 95.” It was bought for 71 guineas by Mr. 
Rathbone for Mr. Jesse Haworth, by whom it was sold in 
1898 to Mr. Trapnell.

The slop bowl (No. 228] has been repaired and bears 
the inscription “ Combes, China Mender, Queen Street, 
Bristol, 1781.” 

The Bath and Bristol Art Galleries each possess a cup 
and saucer presented by Mr. Trapnell. The other pieces I 
have seen are in private collections. 

{c) The Robert Smyth Service (229-238). This was made 
for Sir Robert Smyth, fifth baronet, of Berechurch Hall, near 
Colchester, as a wedding present to his bride. Miss Blake, of 
Hanover Square. The wedding took place on September 
20th, 1776. On the death, in 1877, of Mr. T. G. G. White, 
whose mother was the only daughter and sole heiress of the 
sixth baronet, all the property was sold by Messrs. Surridge 
and Son, of Coggeshall, Essex. The sale took place on 
August I St and 2nd, but the auctioneers have not preserved 
the sale book, so that it is not known who bought the service. 
Perhaps the purchaser was Mr. William Edkins, as a large 
portion of it was included in the sale of his china after his 
death. Each piece bears the monogram R.S. 

Some of the pieces are not marked, others are marked 
with the cross; the larger pieces are marked with the cross 
in blue and three in gold. 

The tea pot was bought for Mr. Trapnell at the Edkins 
sale at Sotheby’s in May, 1891, for £51, the cake plate for

The marks vary, some pieces being marked simply with 
the cross; others with the cross in blue and a 3 in gold; 
others with the cross, a 3, and the crossed swords. 

The service is all in private collections. 

(//) Fragments of other interesting services are in Mr. 
Trapnell’s collection, viz., a tea cup and saucer (285), 
decorated with the arms of the Bristol Carpenters’ Society 
(three compasses); a cup and saucer (191), with the initials 
J.A.C. the tea pot described under 103 and the service made 
for the Colston family, see No. 506. The only noted service 
of which Mr. Trapnell has no specimen is the one made for 
either Joseph Harford or Joseph Hickey (Owen, 94), of which 
there are two cups in the South Kensington Museum, and one 
in the British Museum. They bear the initials J.H. and the 
date 1774. 

(2) Plaques.* 

The most characteristic products of the Bristol factory 
were the plaques of white biscuit china decora ted with

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flowers in high relief (Catalogue 551-566). Some of these 
were simple wreaths of flowers, others contained armorial 
bearings, portiaits, or monograms within a border of flowers. 
Owen notes on page 87 that at the back of one of these 
plaques is an inscription which states that it was modelled 
by “ Thomas Briand of Derby, 1777.” He was doubtless the 
modeller of all these plaques. 

Of Mr. Trapnell’s specimens. No. 551 is interesting from 
the inscription on the back. It was in the Gladstone col¬ 
lection, and afterwards belonged successively to W. Romaine 
Callender, M.P., and Francis Fry. No. 552 was in the 
Edkins sale, where it fetched £6 (>; at the Fry sale it was 
bought by Mr. Trapnell for ;^i6. The two finest specimens 
are the pair described under Nos. 558-559. which are of a 
marvellous delicacy. 

The small flower plaques occasionally come into the 
sale room, but the more elaborate varieties are extremely 
rare, and it is fortunate for the admirers of Bristol china that 
many of the finest examples are in the British Museum. 
The most interesting of these is the one which bears the 
arms of Burke impaling Nugent. This and its companion, 
which bore the initials J. B.i (for Jane Burke) in gold, were 
sold by Mrs. Nugent together with the Burke tea service to 
Mr. Walker, of Bath. At the Walker sale in 1871 it was 
bought by Mr. Fry for £q<) ; its companion, which came later 
into Mr. Fry’s possession, was sold for £53. At the Fry 
sale in 1889 these two plaques were sold for £i() los. and 
^i8 respectively. Collectors would be happy if they could 
buy plaques at these prices now. Another very fine one, the 
largest known, bears the portrait of Franklin ; it was in the 
Edkins sale, where it fetched i;i5o. One, which bears the 
arms of Elton impaling Tierney, is not only interesting from

385, 386, and 517. These exist in two sets, called by Owen 
classic and rustic. Many of them are marked T®. One of 

Trapnell s sets (132-135) is in white, and another set, 517, 
is most beautifully decorated—both are the Rustic Seasons. 
There is a set in the Bristol Fine Art Gallery, presented by 

Trapnell; the British Museum has a set; both series are 
in the South Kensington Museum. 

There are many other figures, several of which bear the 
mark 7 °. Some of them are fairly common, others are 
extremely rare. The finest of all is the group described 
under 156. A less elaborate form of this, in white biscuit, is 
in the British Museum, and forms the centre group in Plate 
VII. of Owen’s History. But this gives no proper idea of the 
beauty of Mr. Trapnell’s specimen, which must be seen to be 
fully appreciated. 


(4) Miscellaneous. 

There were not many other pieces manufactured at Bristol. 
Dessert services are sometimes met with; Mr. Trapnell has 
two fine ones (90-102, 170-181). Sauce boats are very common 

(46-63), owing to the fact, perhaps, that the earlier manu¬ 
factory (see page vi.) largely made them. A few beautiful 
cabarets are in existence, of which Mr. Trapnell has four very 
fine specimens (33, 215, 405, 422). The decoration of these is. 
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as is the case with the majority of Bristol pieces, an imitation 


or adaptation of Dresden models. 

A large number of pieces, however, are decorated with 
quaint figures after the Chinese style.' These are interesting, 
as it is the comparison of the marks on them which leads to 
conclusion that the series of decorators who marked their china 
with a B 2. number corresponds with the series who used 
a cross and a number.^ For the majority of these pieces are 
marked with the numbers 6 and 7, and the B is as often found 
with these numbers as the cross. I have seen two pieces 
marked with a cross and 16, and Mr. Trapnell has a very 
interesting tea pot. No. 120, marked with a B and 3. All 
the other pieces which have come under my notice have been 
marked with the cross or the crossed swords, or have borne 
no mark. 

Specimens of transfer porcelain are sometimes, but very 
rarely, seen. Mr. Thoms, who was the best authority on 
transfer, said that the patterns are always Worcester patterns. 
As specimens of transfer the pieces are not successful, for the 
picture is always blurred.® They are probably the result o 
an experiment, which was given up owing to lack of success. 
There is a cup in the Mansion House, Bristol, and a jug in 
the British Museum. See Nos. 261, 425 and 478 in this 
collection, the first number being very rare specimens of 
coloured transfer. 

One piece in the collection deserves special notice, and 
that is the mug. No. 449 > which bears a likeness of Richard 
Champion and the initials R.C. The likeness should be 
compared with that given as the frontispiece of Owen s book, 
and the silhouette reproduced in Owen, page 264. _

There is some evidence that he was brought by Cookworthy to 
Bristol. On the termination of his apprenticeship he painted miniatures at 
Plymouth for some time, but soon moved to London. He was appointed 
enamel-painter to the Prince of Wales in 1800 and to George III. in 1809, and 
was elected A.R.A. in 1802 and R A. in 1811. He died in 1834. He 
produced his portraits by first painting on ivory, then enlarging on copper, and 
finally producing them in enamel colours. See Owen, 295-299.

Most of these miniatures have, no doubt, been reproduced 
with Enamel colours on copper at the required size.
